Sin** tha signing of tha hew England Freight Agreement, on* of our 
aambare, nasal/, Blaxe Motor Lin**, Inc,, Torrington, Connecticut ha* baan 
endeavoring to change tha has* daaicile of *a*e of their road driver*, but 
ha* b**n unable to do so bacauaa of th* refusal of an official of tne local 
union involved to aaot and diecuee th* proposed change, Th* chang* i* 
nacaeeary for aconoaic raaaona in addition to creating a nor* officiant 
operation, 

Blake Motor Linaa, Inc, operate* three terninele located in 
Torrington, Connecticut, hew York Cit/ and Philadelphia, Th* ar** in Conn¬ 
ecticut west of the Connecticut tiivar, including New rtsvsn, Bridgeport, 

Hertford, Waterbur/, etc, and the area in oentrel Maaaachuaatta including 
Springfield, Hol/oke, Kaethanpton, Greenfield, Millar* Falla, etc,, are 
eerviced fraa their Torrington tenainal b/ paddle run operation, Bacauaa 
of thaaa long paddle run*, Blaae requires tha latest poaaibla departure tine 
of line haul unit* leaving Torrington for New York Cit/ and Philadelphia, 

Tbeir New York Cit/ and Philadelphia terminals serve Barely tha 
coamorclel sons of each location, Bacauaa tha local operation of thass 
taminala la confined to a snail eras, it i* poaaibla to secure earl/ departure 
of lino haul units. 

Approximate1/ 90f of tnair road operation between Philadelphia and 
Torrington ia run b/ fl/ara leaving each terminal at daaignatad tinea, masting 
ia New York Cit/, where driver* exchange unit*, arid return to their hems taminala, 
Thia operation deni** Blaka tha opportunity of taking advantage of an sari/ 
departure from Philadelphia, aa * matching acheoul* cannot b* maintained at tha 
Torrington and. 

It is, therefore, necessary to hold unit* et Philadelphia from three to 
fiva hour* in order to make connection with the Torrington drivers. 

Elimination of tbs praaent flysr operation snd subatituting a through 
operation with drivara domiciled in Torrington will allow later departure from 
Torrington, while th* driver remains at noius, and an sarlier departure from

Philadelphia* This will provide sufficient tine in Torrirgton for nandling 
end distribution* In addition, sll units will be st the point where their 
■eintenence shop is located each weekend* 

Most important is the fact that Blase will then be in s position to 
cope with tne new guaranteed eight hour alniaua lor road drivers* The distance 
froa Torrington to hew Tork is 100 alias, so that additional ailesge aust be 
addeo to such a trip* This can only be accaaplitihed in the Biake operation by 
using Philadelphia runs which is presently Impossible sna will continue to be 
as long as the flyer operation rsaains in effect* 

In view of the eaphasis you placed on the right of saploynrs to 
designate the hone acaicile of their aaployees during the recent negotiations, 
we feel that this saployer should be afforded ths opportunity of utilising the 
aost edvsntageous operating procedures without fear of a work stoppage, or st 
least given the opportunity of discussing the setter witn the appropriate 
representative of the local union involved* 

Unaer date of October 19, 19bl the President of Blake Motor Lines, 
Inc* wrote a letter to Mr. hayaond Conen of Local 107, Philsdelphie advising 
of the necessity for that Coapany to SMke a charge in their road operation. 

To date no reply has been received froa Mr. Cohen, nor has Mr. Beloin been able 
to arrarge s meeting with him to discuss this iaperstive setter. A copy of 
Mr. Beloin'a letter is attachea hereto* 

Me woula appreciate your intervention in this respect and advising 
accordingly as soon as possible*
